THE TRAVELERS’ HOME INN — NEWTON, NH 


The devastating “Great Village Fire” of 1887, which leveled the center of Newton, was a 
milestone in the history of the town. The fire started shortly after mid-night on May 13th in 
the stables of the Travelers’ Home Inn on Main Street when, it is believed, a horse knocked 
over a lantern setting hay on fire. In 1887 there was no S. Main nor N. Main streets. It was 
all Main Street and there were no street numbers. 


In 1887 Newton did not have a fire department. The closest firefighting apparatus was in 
Haverhill & Merrimac, MA. These towns were notified of the fire via telegraph, and within 
45 minutes apparatus from these towns arrived. However, the hose lines were too short to 
reach the “lily pond” located further north on Main St. The bucket brigades that were 
formed by the citizenry did little to stop the rapidly moving fire. 


The fire traveled both North and South. Going north it burned the Hayford Carriage Co. 
machine shop and black smith shop to the ground. The Hayford home and carriage 
Repository were spared. Heading south a dozen homes, the Town Hall, and Wilder’s General 
Store, which housed the Newton Post Office, also burned to the ground. 


It was this fire that was the impetus for the town to create its own Fire Department in 1890. 
It was at this time that the town bought its first piece of firefighting apparatus. It was a 
steam powered unit called Tiger 1. It was purchased from the Amoskeag Manufacturing Co. 
in Manchester, NH. The Tiger 1 was housed at the “new” Town Hall, which was rebuilt in 
1889 and is still in use to this day.

DELIBERATIVE SESSION MINUTES 
FEBRUARY 4, 2017 
NEWTON TOWN HALL 


Whereas the Town Moderator, Robert Dezmelyk, was unable to attend the Deliberative Session, 
Ms. Anne Collyer was appointed as Moderator Pro-tem for this purpose. Introductions were not 
made, but for the record, those in attendance in an official capacity were the members of the 
Select Board, Chairman James Doggett, Vice-Chairman Matthew Burrill, Robert Donovan Jr., 
Lawrence Foote, and Lisa Gonyer. Also in attendance was Nancy Wrigley, Town Administrator 
and Cheryl Saunders, Deputy Town Clerk. The meeting was attended by 40 residents in addition 
to the officials mentioned. 


Ms. Collyer opened the meeting with the Pledge of Allegiance, and proceeded to read the 
warrant as follows: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newton, N.H. in the County of Rockingham, in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs; you are hereby notified to meet for the first session of the 
annual meeting, which shall be for the explanation, discussion and debate of each warrant article 
and the transaction of all business other than voting by official ballot to be held at the Newton 
Town Hall on Saturday, February 4, 2017 at 9:00 AM; the second session to be held at the 
Newton Town Hall, in said Newton, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at eight 
o’clock in the forenoon, to choose all necessary Town officers for the ensuing year by official 
ballot, and to vote on all issues before the Town of Newton on the official ballot; the polls to be 
open at eight o’clock in the forenoon and to close not earlier than eight o’clock in the evening. 


1. To elect all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. I as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town of Newton Zoning Ordinance as follows? 


To amend the Accessory Apartment Ordinance (Section XII) to comply with changes to the state 
Accessory Dwelling Unit law (Senate Bill 146) and to prohibit new detached accessory dwelling 
units.

SECTION XIII ACCESSORY APARTMENTS (Added March 2001, amended March 2012 and 
March 2017) 


Pursuant to RSA 674:24-71 - 674:73, the Planning Board is hereby authorized to grant a 
Conditional Use Permit to allow for accessory apartments within the Residential A-Zone in 
accordance with the restrictions and requirements of this section. To increase housing 
alternatives while maintaining neighborhood aesthetics and quality, an accessory apartment shall 
be permitted within a-detached all single family dwelling units. shall be-permitted-inthe 
Residential A-Zene. Maximum of one (1) accessory apartment per property.

THE PLANNING BOARD DOES RECOMMEND THIS ARTICLE 6-1 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Million, Six Hundred 
Ninety-One Thousand, Eight Hundred Eighty Dollars ($1,691,880) (gross budget) as 
recommended by the Newton Fire Station Building Committee to pay costs of design, 
engineering, site preparation, building construction and renovation, equipment and 
furnishing for a new Fire and Rescue Station to be located at 8 Merrimac Road, and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than $1,691,880 of bonds or notes in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes, to determine the date, maturities, denominations, interest rates, or 
discount rate in the case of notes, place of payment, form and other details of such bonds or notes 
and to enter into such agreements as are necessary to accomplish the financing and completion of 
such Fire and Rescue Station. (3/5 ballot vote required) 


Based on information provided by the New Hampshire Municipal Bond Bank as of January 
10, 2017, it is estimated that payment of the first year’s debt service on the bond authorized by 
this article would require a $0.23 increase per $1,000.00 of assessed value to be raised by taxes 
in 2018. 


THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN DOES RECOMMEND THIS ARTICLE 5-0 


Resident and FSBC Chair Dennis Moran gave a power point presentation and fielded questions 
regarding the current Fire Station building condition and needs. Road Agent Mike Pivero, who is 
also a FSBC member, also spoke on this issue addressing the how the new building design will 
remedy the current building conditions, among other things. Fire Chief John Alcaidinho also 
spoke to the residents about the importance and the need of this building.

the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. Accordingly, 
we do not express an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. 


A deficiency in internal control exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow 
management or employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent, or 
detect and correct, misstatements on a timely basis. A material weakness is a deficiency, or a 
combination of deficiencies, in internal control, such that there is a reasonable possibility that a material

This letter does not affect that report or our report on the 
basic financial statements dated May 22, 2017. 


We have already discussed this comment and suggestion with various Town personnel, and we will be 
pleased to discuss this in further detail at your convenience, to perform additional study of the matter, or 


to assist you in implementing the recommendation. 


The purpose of this letter is to provide constructive and meaningful recommendations to you.

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HEALTH INSURANCE 
Observation 


There are several employees who have opted not to be on the Town’s health insurance plan. Instead, 
they receive a payment equal to 10% of the cost of a family plan at the end of the year in accordance with 
the personnel policy. We noted that these payments are not being paid through payroll. 


Implication 


Incentive payments to employees who opt out of the Town’s health insurance plan are considered taxable 
wages. These wages are subject to federal withholding taxes, social security taxes, and Medicare taxes. 


Recommendation 


We recommend that future health insurance incentive payments be processed through payroll. The 
applicable taxes will be withheld, and the total payment will be included on each employee’s Form W-2 
(Wage and Tax Statement) that is filed with the Internal Revenue Service. 


PROPERTY TAX OVERPAYMENTS 
Observation 


During the audit, we noted that there were two payments to taxpayers identified as being refunds of tax 
overpayments. However, we noted that these amounts were not included as being overpayments per the 
tax collector’s records. 


Overpayments were initially received in the tax office based on the first property tax billing and were 
properly refunded in July 2016. However, the tax software was not properly updated in a timely manner, 
and these two individuals still showed a credit balance in December. Accordingly, a second refund 
request was submitted to the finance office and processed. 


Implication 


Refunds were inadvertently sent to two taxpayers in error. The total amounted to approximately $7,400. 


Recommendation 


We recommend that the tax collector’s software be properly updated once a taxpayer is refunded. Due to 
the time delay in updating the taxpayers’ records, incorrect postings were made resulting in duplicate 
refunds to be made. 


GENERAL LEDGER 


Observation 


In addition to the General Fund, the various special revenue funds of the Town are maintained within the 
accounting software. We noted that these additional funds were established within the software with a 
basic chart of accounts. As such, all income is posted to one account entitled “deposits” and all 
expenditures are posted to one account entitled “other payments”. 
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Implication 


The chart of accounts for the special revenue funds is not adequately designed to allow for financial 
reporting in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. Revenues are to be reported by 
source (taxes, intergovernmental, charges for services, etc.) and expenditures are to be reported by 
function (general government, public safety, etc.) 


Recommendation 


We recommend that the chart of accounts be expanded in the special revenue funds. Similar to the 
General Fund, the major sources of income are to be identified. In addition, the expenditure line items 
should provide a more meaningful description of the activity such as wages, payroll taxes, training, fuel, 
and equipment purchases. With an expanded chart of accounts, management will be able to review and 
compare the activity with previous years and inquire about any anomalies.

2. “Shall the Town of Newton raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts 
set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth therein, totaling $3,334,058.87? Should this article be defeated, the default 
budget shall be $3,368,281.87 which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required 
by previous action of the Town of Newton or by law; or the governing body may hold one 
special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised

ASSESSOR 


What a year it has been for New Hampshire’s residential home sales. It has been noted that the 
December 2017 median sales price statewide is up 8 percent. In addition, the statewide median 
sales price was determined to be $266,000 for 2017. That is the second highest in New 
Hampshire history, which is 6.5 percent higher than 2016. That is only slightly off the historical 
high point of the New Hampshire market in 2005. Newton’s home sales are no different and 
continue to exceed the current assessments that were determined during the towns last ‘Statistical 
Update/Revaluation’ conducted in 2015. 


As you know, your tax bill is made up of several different elements and this office is responsible 
for one of those elements: the assessing function. This function forms the basis of the 
distribution of the Town’s annual property tax levy. We oversee the discovery, listing and 
assigning of assessed values to every property in town. The town currently has 2,057 properties 
that we are responsible for determining the assessed value every five years. The department 
monitors all sales and analyzes the local real estate market, supply and demand, economic 
situations, and other influences that affect property value. The office maintains current 
ownership records, sales information as well as a variety of property characteristics. Those 
characteristics, in combination with analyses of market conditions, are used to estimate market 
values and in turn form the basis for the assessed value of property. The next ‘Statistical Update’ 
will take place in 2020. 


In addition to conducting mass appraisal of all real estate in the town every five years, we are 
also responsible for many other items. Included is a list of some of our additional 
responsibilities. Property record card maintenance, provide for defense of assessed values before 
the Board of Tax and Land Appeals, Superior Court and Supreme Court, administration of the 
Current Use program, oversee all tax exemptions and tax credit programs, timber tax and gravel 
tax program management, assist taxpayers and the general public with tax maps, assessing 
questions, and give direction for general government requests. Employ standards of professional 
practice in assessing and maintaining those standards through continuing education programs 
and certifications by state and national associations. 

I encourage everyone to view the Assessing webpage at newton-nh.gov, which provides detailed 
information on the exemptions and credits available.

All concerns regarding potential health issues submitted to this office were addressed and the 
findings as well as the course of action were reported back to the Office of Selectmen. 


Country Pond 
Annual Water Testing of Country Pond is conducted by the State to meet acceptable State Standards. 


DES posts beach advisories when sample analyses result in bacteria levels which are above the state 
standard, indicating the possible presence of disease-causing organisms, or a toxic cyanobacteria 
scum. These advisories are recommendations to the public to avoid water contact activities at the 
beach until further analyses reveal safe conditions. 

Residents should be aware of any postings at town access points. Should swimming be prohibited 
signs will be posted at the entrance to the town beach and public boat launching areas. Beach 
inspections will resume as of Memorial Day, 2018. 


Domestic Water 

Residents are once again encouraged to have their domestic water tested annually by a state certified 
lab. Some well water in New Hampshire may contain contaminants such as radon, uranium, and 
arsenic, which occur naturally in our bedrock. The NH Department of Environmental Services 
would suggest homeowners with private wells have the quality of their water tested periodically for 
a comprehensive roster of contaminant.

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NH ARBOVIRUS TESTING 


EEE and WNV are arboviral illnesses spread by the bite of an infected mosquito. Mosquito, 
animal, and human specimens are tested for the presence of EEE and WNV infection at the New 
Hampshire Public Health Laboratories. Wild bird testing no longer provides useful data for NH's 
disease surveillance and will not occur on a regular basis.

This department will continue to monitor State notification of positive test results and work closely 
with Town Officials and Dragon Mosquito to implement the best course of action to reduce the 
mosquito population. 


Please remember your first line of defense against WNV and EEE is Prevention 

Since State health officials continue to confirm positive test results in various parts of the state for 
the WNV, EEE this past year, they strongly urge residents to eliminate mosquito-breeding 
opportunities around their homes this spring by taking the following steps:

Remove all discarded tires. The used tire has become the most important domestic mosquito 
producer in the country. 

Dispose of tin cans, plastic containers, ceramic pots, or similar water holding containers. 
Drill holes in the bottom of recycling containers that are left out of doors. 

Make sure gutters drain properly. 

Clean and chlorinate swimming pools, outdoor saunas and hot tubs. If not in use keep empty 
and covered. 

Drain water from pool covers. 

Aerate ornamental pools or stock them with fish. Water gardens are fashionable but become 
major mosquito producers if they are allowed to stagnate. 

Turn over plastic wading pools when not in use. 

Turn over wheelbarrows and change water in birdbaths at least twice weekly. 

Eliminate any standing water that collects on your property. Use landscaping as needed. 

If outside during evening, nighttime, and dawn hours when mosquitoes are most active and 
likely to bite, children and adults should wear protective clothing such as long pants, long- 
sleeved shirts, and socks. 

Consider the use of an effective insect repellent, such as one containing DEET. A repellent 
containing 30% or less DEET (N,N-diethyl-methyl-meta-toluamide) for children and adults. 
Use DEET according to the manufacturer's directions. Children should not apply DEET to 
themselves. Repellents that contain Picaridin or oil of lemon eucalyptus have also been 
determined to be effective. 


Vitamin B, ultrasonic devices, incense, and bug zappers have not been shown to be effective 
in preventing mosquito bites.

Even if food doesn’t smell bad, and looks safe, it may have been out of a safe temperature range 
long enough to be contaminated with dangerous bacteria. A good rule to follow in this situation, 
when in doubt, throw it out.” 

The US Department of Agriculture recommends taking the following steps during and after a 
weather emergency: 


Never taste food to determine its safety. 

Keep the refrigerator and freezer doors closed as much as possible to maintain the cold 
temperature. 

The refrigerator will keep food safely cold for about 4 hours if it is unopened. 

Full freezers will hold the temperature approximately 48 hours (24 hours if it’s half full and 
the door remains closed). 

Food can be safely refrozen if it still contains ice crystals or is at 40 degrees F or below 

Get block ice or dry ice to keep your refrigerator and freezer as cold as possible if the power 
is going to be out for an extended period of time. 

Discard refrigerated perishable food such as meat, poultry, fish, soft cheeses, milk, eggs, 
leftovers and deli items after 4 hours without power.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen is very proud of the accomplishments realized in 2017. The Board 
continued to manage the prudential affairs of the town while looking for opportunities for growth 
and financial savings. 


Town Meeting 


The Board partnered with town departments to review and approve the proposed budgets for 2017. 
Town departments were challenged to reduce expenditures while still providing vital services to 
the community. The Board was very pleased that the department heads were able to present to the 
voters a proposed budget that was less than the default budget. 


For the first time in what was believed to be over 100 years, a major winter storm threatened New 
Hampshire on Town Meeting day. All towns scheduled to hold Town Meeting on March 14 were 
advised by the Secretary of State and Governor to move ahead with the election as planned. All of 
our town departments worked together to ensure public safety while citizens were given their 
opportunity to vote in a very important election. Despite a fierce Nor’easter, voter turnout was the 
highest it had been in years. Voters passed all of the proposed town warrant articles and approved 
the 2017 proposed budget. 


New Fire and Rescue Station 


The Board of Selectmen was perhaps most pleased with the voters’ decision to approve the plan 
for a new Fire and Rescue Station. The town voted to approve the approximately $1.7 million 
project to be built at 8 Merrimac Road. The current fifty plus year old Fire Station has been 
quickly deteriorating and residents recognized that a new facility was greatly needed. 


Once the town approved the plan, the Board had a great deal of work to do to ensure the project 
went smoothly and the building met the requirements of the town. The Board worked to secure the 
financing bond for construction approved by voters. The Board worked to first hire a qualified 
Architect to complete the design of the new building. They then submitted a request for proposals 
from any construction companies interested in the project. The Board reviewed six bids and held 
public interviews with three contractors. The Board decided to sign a building contract with 
Eastern Seaboard Construction, a Newton based company. The Town held a ground-breaking 
ceremony on September 5, 2017. The Board is pleased with the progress of the project and the 
Fire Department is looking forward to moving in sometime this spring.

Events 


The town sponsored many events in 2017 designed to bring residents together. On May 29, 
Newton honored its men and women who died while serving in the armed forces with the annual 
Memorial Day parade and honors ceremony. The Parade Grand Marshall was Newton resident 
and United States Army veteran James Holland. Mr. Holland served for six years during the 
Vietnam era. On Veterans Day, the Board hosted a ceremony at 8 Merrimac Road to honor Newton 
residents who served in the military. 


On October 7, Newton celebrated Olde Home Day with live music, exhibits, food and contests. 
Olde Home Day was unanimously approved by the voters at Town Meeting. The event was held at 
8 Merrimac Road, culminating with a bonfire burning on the spot where the new Fire and Rescue 
station will be. This year’s Olde Home Day was one of the most successful in recent years. 


Improvements 


The Board worked with Town Departments and Committees to update and institute new policies, 
job descriptions and procedures. This included commissioning a sub-committee to update the 
Residential Sticker policy in response to feedback from many residents. 


We look forward to the challenges ahead in 2018 and hope to see you all on Tuesday March 13, 
2018 for Town Meeting.

CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


In 2016 the residents approved a Warrant Article sponsored by the Cemetery Trustees. This 
article allowed, for the first time, the trustees to create a Trust Fund in which to place all the 
monies received from the sale of graves in our cemeteries and use those funds for major projects 
to improve the cemeteries. Prior to passage of this article, the trustees could only use the interest 
from the monies. 


This change was the major contributing factor in the trustees being able to complete the project 
of paving the “horseshoe” driveway at the Willow Grove Cemetery. We are happy to report that, 
as was stated at the Warrant Article discussions, this was accomplished at NO COST to the 
taxpayers. 


Another project that was completed, thanks to our Road Agent and his crew, was the removal of 
years of collected grass clippings, branches, and leaves from the back of Highland Cemetery. 


The Veteran flags, which were removed from graves after Veteran’s Day last year, and pole flags 
were replaced with new flags prior to the Memorial Day Ceremony this year.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Conservation Commission had another great year. According to state law, it is our responsibility to 
protect the natural resources of the town. New Hampshire RSA 36-A directs us to “conduct 
researches into our local land and water areas” & seek to coordinate the activities of unofficial 
bodies organized for similar purposes”. Our Master Plan states that the Commission will continue to 
look for parcels that will increase our wildlife corridor, watershed resources and open space. 
Residents may be able to get a tax benefit from selling us a parcel of land at a bargain sale price 
while at the same time assisting in protecting our wildlife habitat and natural resources. 


Our membership is made up of six regular members, one alternate, and one Selectmen Ex-Officio 
representative. We are very fortunate that our committee has a wide range of knowledge concerning 
wildlife, vegetation, shoreline and wetland soil issues. Their new ideas, optimistic energy and 
nonstop contributions of time have been an advantage to our town in protecting our natural 
resources. The residents are lucky to have such an enthusiastic committee of volunteers. 


The proper utilization and protection of our watershed & natural resources, including but not 
limited to shoreline protection, wet soil issues, site walks and endangered species protection are 
just some of the tasks that the Conservation Commission deals with. We continue to work with 
the State Wetland Bureau concerning various issues in our town and also give our input on all 
Dredge & Fill permit applications. Any activities, construction, excavation and filling, within the 
protected Shoreland waterfront buffer, will be strictly monitored. If you notice anything that may 
concern you, please cal] the Conservation Commission. 


The Scenic Roads in town also come under the charge of this Commission, as described in RSA 
231:157 and RSA 231:158. The list of Scenic Roads is: Gale Village Road, Currierville Road, 
Maple Avenue, Goulds Hill Road, Heath Street, Bartlett Street, Town Hall Road and Thornell Road. 


The Conservation Commission meets on the first Thursdays of each month at 7:30 and meetings are 
open to the public. We look forward to another prosperous year, and encourage your input.

EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT — 


During 2017, The Town of Newton had a few small weather-related power outages requiring the 
Team to be pro-active in conducting well-being checks in the community. They worked closely 
with the Police Department, Fire Department and Road Agent communicating any potential 
issues in town including impassable roads and tree and/or power lines down. 


The Newton Emergency Operating Center strives to provide the best service possible by putting 
the community and its needs first. The Team keeps their education up-date by using State and 
Federal Training Seminars (both online and real life). The goal is to improve service to 
residents during extreme (usually weather related) emergencies, by bringing their own skills and 
experience together showing the compassion and deep motivating empathy for those they serve. 
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We encourage you to fill out paperwork at Newton Town Hall so you will receive updates during 
these emergencies. Don’t forget to mention if you have pets, after all, they may be affected 
during emergencies. This will make sure that you receive up to date information on the “current 
urgent situation”. You also can fill out paperwork on Election Day or at Town Hall during 
normal business hours. 


Our Emergency Management Department schooling includes CPR, First Aid, Home Land 
Security Training and the Seabrook Power Plant Drills. Our bi-annual drill with the Seabrook 
Power Plant was very successful in 2017, in addition multiple drills, they provided us with some 
new training. All trainings and drills are paid for by the Seabrook Power Plant. The Seabrook 
Power Plant works closely with the towns in their jurisdictional area and fortunately that includes 
Newton. 


We have been successful in receiving Grant Warm Zone Grant (at no cost to the Town) that 
equipped the Police & Fire Department with tactical for active shooter scenario. Then we got a 
grant for 17 Defibrillator that were distributed to every Town Building, Police Cruisers & Fire 
Apparatus. The cost would have been over $14,000.00 but we paid under $4,000.00. that 
money for a new phone system for the Emergency Operating Center. 


The new EOC is coming along fabulous. Our EOC staff will enjoy larger training area with wall 
mounted projector, new laptops and more equipment, all as the result of Grants (so that is no cost 
to the tax payer).

FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To The Residents of Newton, NH: 


The Newton Fire & Rescue consists of 28 paid On-Call Professionals staffing the town’s two fire 
stations. The Central Fire Station is located at 35 South Main Street and the Newton Junction 
Station is located at 29 West Main Street. The members of the department respond to all fire 
related incidents, Haz-Mat calls, motor vehicle accidents, water rescues, ice rescues, mutual aid, 
service calls, and EMS calls. 


This year the department has once again seen an increase in total call volume with just over 678 
calls for service; compared to last year’s 631 calls. The department seen an increase this year in 
building fires and public service calls, but EMS calls for services once again topped the list of 
the total call volume. 
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The towns newly purchased 2006 Ford ambulance was placed into service this past March and 
was able to replenish close to $15,000 from the patients insurance carriers for transports and not 
from the tax payers. All of the monies were put back into the EMS revolving account within nine 
short months of being in service. 


The voters of the town this year voted to build a new fire station on town owned property. This 
property is located at 8 Merrimac Road. The new fire station headquarters is on schedule to be 
fully operational by the spring of 2018. 


All of the department’s apparatus, hoses, nozzles, and ladders have been tested per NFPA 
certified third party testing requirements. Tank 5, which is a 1993 E-One, was the only piece of 
apparatus that had pump issues again this year. 


Last year Tank 5’s primer pump failed and was repaired this past February at a cost of 
approximately $9,363.86. This year, its fire pump needs very costly repairs due to the pumps 
age, rusted out pump fittings, and pump plumbing causing the water tank to drain on its own and 
not allowing the new primer pump to work properly. 


To make the necessary repairs (ten months after the last repair was made), would be an estimated 
cost of $11,952.54, not barring any unforeseen parts or labor that would be needed to make the 
repairs, this would increase the repair cost. 


The truck has now been reassigned as the town’s reserve apparatus and will only be used when 
Tank 4 is out of service or for brush fires. 


Once again, Newton Fire & Rescue is proud to announce that they are still providing free home 
safety inspections, free fall risk assessments, free smoke detector placement checks and free 
carbon monoxide detector placement checks. Please contact the Fire Chief at 382-8811 to set up 
your free safety check today. 


On a safety note, the Fire Department would, again, like to request that everyone display their 
house numbers. These numbers should be clearly visible from the street in reflective or 
contrasting color to the background. Common driveways should have a sign at the street, listing 
the numbers on that driveway. These reflective numbers or signs can be purchased at any local 
hardware store. . 


The members of Newton Fire & Rescue would like to thank the Board of Selectmen in 
enthusiastically adopting new concepts, policies, and their willingness to make the necessary 
changes in moving the fire department forward into the future and making things safer for all of 
its members. 


In closing, I would like to once again thank the citizens of the Town of Newton for their 
continued support. It is our job to keep this town safe. This is a responsibility that we all at 
Newton Fire & Rescue take very seriously and are committed to do day or night. 


I would also like to thank the Firefighters, Officers, EMT’s and Drivers of this department for 
taking the time and effort to make this department what it is today.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


This past year we were fortunate enough to have favorable weather conditions in the spring and summer 
which limited the amount of wildland fire activity throughout the state. September and October saw fire 
conditions change and the state was faced with some difficult fires. The Dilly Cliff fire in North Woodstock 
was one of the most challenging fires we have seen in New Hampshire. Steep terrain and extreme fire 
behavior made this fire difficult to fight. It lasted for over 3 weeks and the final hotspots in inaccessible 
terrain were extinguished by heavy rains. Your local fire departments and the Division of Forests & Lands 
worked throughout the year to protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers 
continues to operate on high fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping many fires small 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire detection efforts were supplemented by 
the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes 
and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2017 season threatened structures, a 
constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a 
wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves 
and pine needles and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. 
Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help 
Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe! 


As we prepare for the 2018 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 
227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. 
Fire permits are also available online in most towns and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. 
The burning of household waste is prohibited by the Air Resources Division of the Department of 
Environmental Services (DES). You are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271- 
3503 or www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires your diligence and responsibility.

STEM (Science, Technology, Engineering, and Math) programs were offered that include 
building, electronics and Crazy 8’s Math Club. 


Our Summer Reading Program, Build a Better World, brought 92 participants of all ages who 
read 727 books, and 11,023 pages. Nine local businesses supported this program by donating 
prizes. 


142 adult programs were offered in a range of topics such as cooking workshops, retirement 
planning, technical assistance, mindfulness workshops, cribbage games (meeting for over 13 
years), yarn club meetings, two book groups, an organizing workshop, storytelling, New England 
stone walls and health-related workshops.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


For 2017, according to plan, we continued with the repairs to the Country Pond Road culvert. 
We accomplished the grouting of the new 60-inch sleeve, removal of the old stone headwalls and 
the replacement of new concrete headwalls. A new guardrail was installed on one side of the 
road. The remaining work will be completed in 2018 


Scheduled road repairs for 2017, under the Roadway Condition Evaluation, needed to be scaled 
back due to the increase in winter maintenance. Although we had a little over average snowfall 
for the season, reoccurring situations of sleet, freezing rain, and refreezing on roadways, made 
for a costly winter. The department was left with enough funds to be able to pave only 750 feet 
of Meadowview Drive and Audrey Lane.

Bridges”, 2) “Sear Roebuck & Montgomery Ward: The 100 yr. War’, and 3) “Treasure from the 
Isle of Shoals. The Isle of Shoals presentation was in conjunction with an earlier boat tour of the 
Isle of Shoals by society members. 


As is the society’s custom, all donations received at programs sponsored by the New Hampshire 
Humanities Council (NHHC), were matched by the society, and given to the Newton Food 
Pantry. These are in addition to the society’s annual Christmas donation.

School Museum to view the many artifacts, photos, and documents on display. 


The 
damage was corrected and a cap was put on the chimney to prevent “Rocky Raccoon” and his 
friends from re-entering the building. 


The society web site, www.newtonhistoricalsociety.org, has become very popular with folks 
following the society’s activities and slide shows. 


In 2017 the Society increased its inventory of slide shows depicting Newton’s history, by adding 
two more informational programs.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 
To the Taxpayers and Residents of the Town of Newton: 


Each year, using the annual report, the Chief of Police attempts to update Newton residents on 
the accomplishments of the police department during the past year, and what our hopes are for 
the coming year. It is an opportunity for me to stop and reflect on whether or not the Newton 
Police Department is keeping up with the Newton Police Department’s Mission Statement; 

“to actively improve the quality of life within the Town by reducing crime, empowering the 
citizens and achieving integral working relationships with our community, appointed and elected 
officials, emergency services and other communities, functioning within the framework of our 
justice and social services.” 


Although we were unable to secure a portable radar traffic sign last year, we continue efforts to 
secure one through grants from the Department of Transportation. In addition, traffic patrols 
continue on a daily basis with 267 more traffic stops than in 2016. The department continues to 
be aware of the concerns of the residents and we are doing our best to slow down and educate 
drivers in our town. The number of arrest citations generated form traffic offenses doubled in 
2017 from 2016 due to the efforts of our traffic patrols, while most of the other categories of 
arrests saw a decline. 


The department was able to hire an Animal Control Officer for the town who is a welcome 
addition to our staff. We also had a promotional process to fill the vacant position of 
Administrative Sergeant. The process consisted of a written exam, an oral board with local 
agency officials and an interview with me. Ultimately Officer Cory Drouin who started with the 
department in 2006 as a part time patrolman, achieved the position. 


We look forward to working with the community in the upcoming year by offering classes in 
“Rape Aggressive Defense” (RAD) and “Civilian Response to Active Shooter Events” 
(CRASE). Currently two officers and our office manager are certified teachers in RAD and I am 
hoping to have some of our officers become certified CRASE instructors so that those classes 
can be made available to residents also. 


I would like to thank every police officer for applying the mission statement in their everyday 
work and for their commitment and concern for the community. I also want to thank the 
community for your support. Your appreciation and support does not go unnoticed and is just 
another reason why this is such a good community to live and work.

Supervised by a licensed clinician, our experienced staff members, trained mediators, and course 
facilitators assist families in identifying and resolving areas of conflict, as well as providing 
education to teens in substance use prevention and healthy decision making, anger management 
and shoplifting cessation, We also connect our youth with positive role models in our funding 
towns through community service, which has the added benefit of providing local nonprofits and 
town services with hours of work output. 


As you know, the opiate epidemic, while an issue for our great nation, is especially predominate 
here in NH. We are working at a rapid pace with law enforcement, schools, mental health 
professionals, and others to figure out what programs we can offer in order to prevent more 
overdoes and loss of life.

At 
the Vic-Geary, folks can enjoy a healthy meal at an affordable price and have the opportunity to 
socialize with other seniors in their community. And for seniors who can’t drive anymore, we 
offer transportation service for Newton residents over 60 who would like to go to the Vic-Geary 
for lunch or activities.

VIC GEARY CENTER 


The Vic Geary Center serves as a senior center for nine area towns: Atkinson, Danville, 
Hampstead, Kingston, East Kingston, Newton, Newton Junction, Plaistow and Sandown. 
The following information will provide some insight into the diverse activities and services 
offered to the senior citizens of your community. 


The Rockingham Nutrition Meals on Wheels Program operates from the Center at no cost to 
them, 5 days per week providing a hot noon meal in the dining room and Meals on Wheels to 
homebound clients in the nine towns. Frozen weekend and holiday meals are provided and meals 
comprised of shelf-stable items are provided for bad weather when delivery is impossible. 
Special meal celebrations for Mother’s Day, Father’s Day, Easter, Halloween, Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, Summer picnic, lobster specials and other holidays are well attended by 
approximately 120-150 persons from the nine towns on each occasion. 
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Several area senior organizations regularly meet free of charge at the Vic Geary Center. A wide 
variety of day bus trips were offered and enjoyed by many area seniors this past year. Monthly 
teas, sponsored the Vic Geary Center include refreshments and raffles. Entertainers such as the 
Salem Senior Singers and Boot Scoot-in Boomers also entertain the seniors throughout the year. 
A van and driver provide daily transportation for those seniors wishing to attend clinics, meals 
and special events at the Center. 


Throughout the year, monthly blood pressure and foot care clinics are held at the Center by the 
Rockingham Visiting Nurses. Other clinics such as hearing, sight, safe driver, and home safety 
are conducted regularly by area physicians and safety personnel. AARP tax preparation is 
offered on a yearly basis. Informative guest speakers on subjects of interest such as financial 
planning, prescription programs, diet and other topics are invited throughout the year. Fitness 
classes, bingo, card and board games, knitting group, and arts and crafts are daily recreational 
activities offered at the Center. 


The building is rented to private individuals and groups. Several non-profit organizations hold 
their meetings at the Center, Cornerstone Church meet at the Center for Sunday services and the 
Plaistow Lions hold their monthly meetings downstairs. Rental income is used for improvements 
to the building as well as contributing to the recent increases for fuel and electricity. 


The Plaistow Lions and various caring individuals all deserve a big round of thanks for the 
support and donations of time and materials they give to The Vic Geary Center and its seniors. 


Organization Purpose: 

The purpose of the Vic Geary Center is to provide a pleasant, comfortable, safe gathering place 
for all senior citizens to congregate, share a nutritious noon meal, participate in recreational and 
social activities, to provide necessary services such as blood pressure, and monthly foot clinics. 


The Vic Geary Board of Directors sincerely appreciates Newton’s assistance to help us maintain 
this valuable senior resource enjoyed by many of our area seniors every day.

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WEST NILE VIRUS / EEE 


The 2017 mosquito season had wet months and dry months but overall ended on the dry side. 
After an extreme drought the previous year, I had no idea what to expect regarding mosquito 
species. By August, it was clear that a few species did not rebound after the drought while one 
species was having a good year. In total, the 2017 mosquito population was below normal yet 
still greater than the record low of 2016. 


West Nile Virus (WNV) was found in NH last season. One human case in North Hampton and 
nine batches of mosquitoes tested positive for WNV in NH. No animal cases were identified. 
The first WNV mosquito batch was trapped in Manchester on July 31° and the last WNV batch 
was trapped in Danville on October 5". There were nine WNV positive mosquito batches in 
eight communities this year. There was no Eastern Equine Encephalitis found in NH. There were 
two human cases of Jamestown Canyon Virus in Goffstown and Hanover and one case of 
Powassan Virus in Dover last year. 


Adult mosquitoes were monitored at four locations throughout town. Nearly 7000 mosquitoes 
were collected in light traps, identified to species, and select species were sent to the State Lab in 
Concord where they were tested for diseases. None of the mosquitoes collected in Newton tested 
positive for disease in 2017. Dragon has identified 160 larval mosquito habitats in the Town of 
Newton. Crews checked larval habitats 323 times throughout the season. There were 67 
treatments to eliminate mosquito larvae. In addition, 325 catch basin treatments were made to 
combat disease carrying mosquitoes. Spraying to control adult mosquitoes was conducted at the 
Police Station grounds before Old Home Day and at the schools after WNV mosquitoes were 
found in in East Kingston last season. 


The proposed 2018 Mosquito Control plan for Newton includes trapping mosquitoes for disease 
testing, sampling wetlands for larval mosquito activity, larviciding where mosquito larvae are 
found, efficacy monitoring, and emergency spraying when a public health threat exists. The 
control program begins in April when mosquito larvae are found in stagnant water such as red 
maple and cedar swamps, ditches, and woodland pools. Trapping adult mosquitoes begins in 
July. The mosquito control program ends in October when temperatures drop and daylight 
diminishes. 


Homeowners can reduce the number of mosquitoes in their yard by emptying any outdoor 
containers that hold standing water such as buckets, trash barrels, and boats. Tires collect enough 
water for mosquitoes to survive. It is also a good idea to change the water in bird baths every two 
or three days. 


Residents who do not want their wetlands treated may use our No-Spray Registry online at 
www.DragonMosquito.com/No-Spray-Registry or write to Dragon Mosquito Control, P.O. Box 
46, Stratham, NH 03885. Be sure to include your name, physical address, phone number, 
description of your house, and acreage. Anyone who submitted a request in 2017 may contact the 
office to reaffirm your request.
